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RULES. 

I. 

The  Hospital  is  intended  for  the  reception  of  persons 
suffering  from  disease  or  accident,  who  cannot  be  properly 
treated  at  their  own  homes.  Patients  will  be  accepted  from 
Parishes  whose  Incumbent  has  undertaken  to  contribute 
annually  a  Subscription,  or  the  proceeds  of  a  Charity  Ser¬ 
mon,  or  a  gift  from  the  Offertory. 

II. 

The  Hospital  shall  be  managed  by  a  Committee  con¬ 
sisting  of  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary, 
and  the  Medical  Officers,  all  to  be  elected  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Subscribers.  The  Committee  shall  have 
power  to  fill  any  vacancies  that  may  occur  during  the  year. 
The  whole  of  such  Committee  shall  retire  annually,  but 
be  eligible  for  re-election. 

III. 

The  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  once  in  three  months 
on  such  days  and  at  such  times  as  they  themselves  deter¬ 
mine,  when  the  tradesmen's  books  and  other  accounts  shall 
be  examined, 

IV. 

All  orders  for  Stores  shall  be  given  in  writing,  and  on 
the  printed  forms  provided  for  the  purpose. 

V. 

The  Tradesmen's  Books  and  all  other  liabilities  must 
be  paid  monthly,  and  the  accounts  kept  in  such  a  form  as 
to  show  at  the  end  of  each  month  the  exact  state  of  the 

finances. 
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VI. 

The  Staff  shall  consist  of  one  Nurse  and  one  Proba¬ 
tioner,  and  such  Servants  and  Additional  Nurses  as  the 
Medical  Officer  and  the  Committee  may  from  time  to  time 
deem  to  be  required. 

VII. 

Patients  must  contribute  at  least  seven  shillings  and 
sixpence  per  week  towards  expenses,  unless  the  Commit¬ 
tee  consent  to  accept  a  smaller  amount. 

VIII. 

Other  classes  of  Patients  shall  be  charged  as  follows: 
— Convalescents  may  be  admitted  by  the  Committee  at  a 
charge  of  not  less  than  fifteen  shillings  a  head  per  week; 
domestic  servants  of  subscribers  not  less  than  twelve 
shillings  and  sixpence,  and  of  non-subscribers  not  less  than 
fifteen  shillings  per  week. 


IX. 

Any  person  remitting  a  Collection  made  in  Church 
or  Chapel  shall  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  a  subscriber 
for  the  current  year. 


X 

Patients  afflicted  with  Mania,  Epilepsy,  Infectious, 
Chronic  or  Incurable  Disease,  shall  not  be  eligible  for 
admission. 


XI. 

In  any  urgent  case  the  Medical  Officers  shall  be 
authorised  to  suspend  the  Rules  respecting  the  admission 
of  Patients  and  shall  make  a  note  of  such  suspension  in 
die  Agenda  Book  and  the  reason  for  so  doing. 
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XII. 

Every  requisite  shall  be  provided  for  the  comfort  of 
the  Patients,  who  may  not  receive  Food  or  Drink  from 
any  other  source  except  by  the  direct  permission  of  the 
Medical  Officers. 

XIII. 

The  Treasurer’s  Statement  of  Receipts  and  Expendi¬ 
ture  shall  be  printed  once  a  year  and  a  copy  forwarded  to 
each  Subscriber. 

XIV. 

The  financial  year  for  the  Hospital  shall  begin  on  the 
1st  October,  and  it  is  requested  that  all  Subscriptions  be 
paid  between  that  day  and  the  following  1st  May,  either 
to  the  account  of  the  Hospital  with  Messrs.  Barclays  Bank 
Limited,  Bishop’s  Stortford,  or  direct  to  the  Treasurer. 

XV. 

The  Nurse  or  Nurses  in  the  Hospital  shall  be  entitled 
to  an  annual  holiday  of  one  month,  the  date  of  which  shall 
be  decided  by  the  Doctor  and  Committee.  In  cases  of 
necessity  the  closing  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  left  to  the 
discretion  of  the  Committee. 
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REPORT. 

For  the  Year  ending  30th  September,  1938. 


The  Committee  present  the  71st  Annual  Report  to  the 
subscribers. 

The  Hospital  has  treated  no  less  than  64  in-patients, 
17  more  than  last  year.  There  has  been  a  steady  supply 
of  Invalid  Children  and  a  large  number  of  operations  for 
tonsils  and  adenoids  in  addition  to  local  cases. 

The  Balance  Sheet  is  again  satisfactory  and  the  balance 
in  hand  shows  an  increase  of  £17.  During  the  year  the 
Hospital  benefited  by  two  bequests ;  one  of  £125  from 
Miss  Bunker  and  another  of  £50  from  Mr.  James  Stephens  : 
the  interest  on  these  will  to  some  extent  make  up  for  the 
fall  in  subscriptions  :  a  welcome  grant  of  £10  has  also  been 
received  from  the  League  of  Mercy. 

The  resources  of  the  Hospital  were  duly  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  with  a  view  to  possible 
air  raids. 

By  the  death  of  Mrs.  Gosling  the  Hospital  has  lost  a 
very  good  friend,  who  for  many  years  had  done  everything 
in  her  power  to  help  the  work  of  the  Hospital.
